gle to pay this enormous tax bill.” 
the editorial said. 
It asserted that most of the trade, 
except for war and defense trans­ 
actions with Great Britain, would 
be with .South America and argued 
that "dumping” of low-priced Latin 
.American farm products into the 
American middle west would “de­ 
moralize” domestic markets. 
It noted that a number of small 
South American grain boats, which 
are able to navigate the existing 
channel, 
had unloaded grain at 
Great Lakes ports last summer and 
“raised havoc" with the markets. 
“Increased opposition to the St. 
La wrence project Is becoming more 
evident throughout Canada and the 
United States, as people become 
more familiar with its economic 
and political effects,” the editorial 
said. “As a defense measure it can­ 
not be completed in time to be of 
any use in the present conflict, and 
when completed it could be used 
only about seven months of each 
year because it would be icebound 
and unnavigable five months of the 
year.” 
It Is argued that the projected 
waterway would be too small to 
permit battleships and cruisers to 
pass through it “as many of the 
proicct’s pioponents would have us 
believe.”

OFFICIALS WARN 
ON OVERBUILDING 


Council 
For 
Democracy 
Sees Excess Expansion 
As Menace 


WASHINGTON — Cities seeking 
defense contracts have been warned 
by the Council for Democracy not 
to expand production facilities in­ 
discriminately if they want to es­ 
cape the fate of World war “ghost 
towns.’’ 
The advice is 
contained 
in 
a 
memorandum 
drawn 
up 
for the 
council by representatives of com­ 
munities. 
the 
national 
defense 
commission, and designed to give 
ccmmiuvities practical guidance in 
meeting defense problems. 
The 
memorandum 
recommends 
formation of councils 
representing 
all local groups to direct commun­ 
ity energy into constructive chan­ 
nels instead of into plans “to burnt 
submarines, to shoot parachutists 
and to evacuate cats in case of 
bombing.” 
“The community, that 
has 
be­ 
come a ‘bulge town’ doesn’t want 
to find itself a ’ghost town’ when 
the emergency is over,’’ the coun­ 
cil warns, urging moderation and 
community guidance in expansion 
of facilities. 


“Sm all concerns with perhaps a 
dozen machine tools and 25 skilled 
workmen cannot get much of a 
hearing from large contractors, be- 
ause their facilities are too lim it­ 
ed. But if a few small concerns in 
a community pool their resources 
then a primary contractor may be 
dad to take notice 
of, 
say,

men."
